CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. l l —The 
death list from the earthquake which 
shook th a t p art of Turkey along the 
Sea of M arm ora has grown from the 
SOO dead of Saturday night to more 
than 1000, w hile the injured are esti­ 
mated a t from 5000 to €000. 
Accur­ 
ate figures of either dead or injured 
cannot be obtained, owing to the in­ 
terruption of telegraphic communica­ 
tion throughout the empire. 
It is know n th a t in the village 
of 
8har-Key. sixty persons were 
killed 
and about 150 injured, but at least a 
dozen sm all tow ns were stricken by 
the quake, aside from 
the 
larger 
cities, like Gallipoli, of which 
five 
were practically destroyed. 
T errible 
want and distress have followed, and 
the governm ent is doing its utm ost to 
ald the survivors of the disaster.

Secretary Wilson does not be­ 
lieve beef will ever be as cheap 
as ten years ago 
because

grating lands have been utilized 
for other purposes, thus prevent­ 
ing the supply of beef increasing 
with the demand.

Likening Darrow to

Bacon, 
Judas Iscariot and 
Benedict 
Arnold 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
Ford 
scathingly arraigned the labor lawyer 
in his opening argument today before 
the jury. He declared Lord Bacon’s 
rise was brilliant until he accepted a 
bribe as chancellor of the British ex­ 
chequer and pleaded guilty of bribery 
before the House of Lords. He 
de­ 
scribed Judan Iscariot as a brilliant 
thinker who sold hie honor. He refer­ 
red to Benedict Arnold’s brilliant rec­ 
ord as a soldier, which failed to pre­ 
vent his treachery to his country.

THE VALUE OF GOOD ROADS 
COMMISSIONS 


Some reasons for 
the 
increasing 


movement in this country are pointed 
out by Samuel Hill, one of the dele­ 
gates from the state of Washington 
to the third annual convention of the 
Pacific Highway Association. 
“The primary haul of all products,” 
he says, “is the wagon haul. 
From 
statistics compiled it is estimated that 
the people of the I’nited Sta'es pay 
about 30 cents a mile per ton tor the 
transportation of 
their 
goods. 
In 
other countries where they have bet­ 
ter roads Hie cost of hauling per ton 
Is as low as IO cents. Good roads in 
a country, therefore, are of immense 
value to the farmer with his wagon 
as well as to the autoist for mere 
pleasure." 
Tills is an indisputable fact and one 
that has an important bearing on Hie 
cost of living, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 
The poor public highway 
adds enormously to the price of al­ 
most everything we buy. 
It was re­ 
cently estimated by government sta 
tisticians that (luring 1911 products 
of the farm aggregating about 200,- 
000,000 tons were hauled an average 
distance of nine miles at an average 
cost of 23 cents a toil a mile, a total 
of $414,000,000. 
The average cost of 
hauling one ton a mile in European 
countries was less than IO cents, 
lf, 
therefore, our farm products could be 
hauled as cheaply as in Europe, which 
means if we had as good roads as 
they have there—we should make a 
saving of $234,000,000. 
To do their hauling now it has been 
estimated American farmers require 
about 25,Oou,OOO draft horses, worth 
over $2.000,000,OGO. 
With 
first-class 
roads it is probable thai not more 
than half that number would be need­ 
ed. 
It is easy to see that the saving 
bere would in a few years provide the 
best of roads throughout the country. 
W hat is necessary to obtain good 
roads is the awakening of u greater 
public interest in the subject and that 
is just what such gatherings as the 
convention which opens here tomor­ 
row is calculated to do. 
There has 
been a project mooted for some time 
of a Pacific Coast highway 
to 
run 
from the Canadian border to the Pan­ 
am a canal, and there itf a movement 
also for branch and connecting high­ 
ways. 
A num ber of influential citi­ 
zens of Sau Francisco, 
of Portland, 
Seattle, Victoria 
and 
other 
coast 
cities have w-orked to further 
the 
movement, but as yet no real begin­ 
ning has been made. 
The matter un­ 
doubtedly will form part of the dis-: 
(Missions of the coming convention. 
But, apart from great highway pro­ 
jects such as this and some th at are
